Bank of America Corp. plans to charge custom- 
ers who use their debit cards a $5 monthly fee 
beginning early next year, joining other banks 
scrambling for new sources of revenue. 

U.S. banks have been looking for ways to in- 
crease revenue as regulations introduced since 
the financial crisis has limited the use of over- 
draft and other fees. 

A law due to go into effect Saturday caps 
fees banks can charge merchants for process- 
ing debit card transactions at 21 cents per 
transaction. That’s down from an average of

44 cents, potentially costing banks billions of 
dollars. 

Banks also face broader operational chal- 
lenges as low interest rates and higher capital 


requirements hit profitability and the sluggish 
economy depresses loan demand. 

“The economics of offering a debit card have 
changed,” Bank of America spokeswoman Anne 
Pace said Thursday Bank of America is the larg- 
est U.S. bank by assets. 

Illinois Sen. Dick Durbin, architect of debit 
card interchange fee reform, bashed the pro- 
posed monthly fee. “Bank of America is trying 
to find new ways to pad their profits by sticking 
it to its customers,” he said in a statement. “It’s 
overt, unfair, and I hope their customers have 
the final say”

Even before the introduction of 
new rules on debit fees, Bank of 
America’s fee income was drop- 
ping within its deposits and card- 
services units. 

The bank’s deposits unit re- 
ported fee income of $1 billion in 
the second quarter of 2011, down 
34 percent from $1.5 billion a year 
before. 

Card services, which includes 
the bank’s credit and debit card 
operations, reported fee income 
of $1.9 billion, down 23 percent 
from $2.5 billion in second quar- 
ter 2010. 

“This might be a fee too far,” 
said Ed Mierzwinski, director of 
the consumer program for the 
PIRG federation, a collection 
of state public interest research 
groups. 

Mierzwinski said such fees 
could push customers to smaller 
banks that have not introduced 
checking and debit-related fees. 

Bank of America spokes- 
woman Anne Pace said custom- 
ers expect certain features for 
their accounts, such as overdraft 
and fraud protection, and the 
fee would offset some of those 
costs. 

The fee will be waived for the 
bank’s premium or platinum priv- 
ileges accounts tied to its Merrill 
Lynch brokerage. It also will not 
be charging for using the card to 
access the bank’s ATMs, Pace 
said. 

She declined to say how much 
the bank expects to earn through 
these fees or how many custom- 
ers might be affected.

Recycling 

showdown 

City unions, private contractors 
to square off starting next week

Starting Monday, residents in Beverly will have their curbside recycling 
picked up by a single Waste Management driver in an automated truck 
that tips glass, paper and plastic into the back. 

Not far away, in West Lawn, two- worker crews from Chicago's 
Streets and Sanitation Department will continue to pick up recycled 
goods in a similar truck— one driving and one dumping the bins. 

The clatter of bottles and cans will signal what Mayor Emanuel calls 
a “paradigm shift” in how the city provides services— a competition 
pitting city employees against private contractors to see w ho can give 
taxpayers a better deal. 

Emanuel has repeatedly warned that cash-strapped Chicago can no 
longer afford to pay top dollar to its unionized workforce, while insist- 
ing city workers “can compete and win” against the private sector. 

Labor leaders aren’t so sure. They see Emanuel’s “managed competi- 
tion” initiative as a new name for an old threat— privatizing city jobs. 

Emanuel has signaled the recycling competition could lead to pri- 
vate companies handling city trash pickup, and he also has plans to get 
bids for the city's sewer repairs, concrete work and tree trimming by 
year's end. 

The swiftness of the mayor's decrees left puzzled city and union 
officials scrambling to work out details. It wasn't until Thursday that 
union leaders and Emanuel’s administration agreed on how to measure 
who provides the best value. 

But one thing is clear— the threat of losing jobs to private contrac- 
tors is a cudgel Emanuel can use in his efforts to get union concessions 
on costly io-year labor deals locked in during former Mayor Richard 
M, Daley’s last term. The city already has cut recycling crews from 
90 people to 45, and the number could drop to 30 by late November, 
union officials said.

The security guard relayed the question to 
Murray, who responded by yelling for para- 
medics to hurry. 

‘Tie’s not responding to anything, sir,” Al- 
varez added. 

Murray looked stricken at the defense table 
as the security guard recounted the chaotic 
moments before he placed the call, a period 
in which, the guard said, the doctor behaved 
with incompetence and later with what pros- 
ecutors contend was clear consciousness of 
guilt. 

Alvarez said that when he arrived at the 
star’s bedroom, Murray was making a haphaz- 
ard attempt at CPR. 

Jackson was on a soft surface — his mat- 
tress— and Murray was using one hand and 
doing so only intermittently he said. 

At one point, he said, the cardiologist 
asked, “Does anybody know CPR?” 

Murray then told Alvarez to gather up med- 
ical vials and pill bottles from the singer’s bed- 
side, saying, “Here, put these in a bag.”

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‘50/50’ pals Seth Rogen and Will Reiser 
yuk it up about cancer. No, seriously.

It only seems fair to warn you: T his inter- 
view with “50/50” star Seth Rogen and the 
movie’s writer, Rogen’s longtime friend Will 
Reiser, features a lot of discussion about 
diarrhea. 

Maybe that’s not what you expect when 
the topic at hand is a movie about cancer. 
Except “50/50,” opening Friday is first and 
foremost a comedy— inspired by Reiser’s 
bout with (and victory over) cancer. And 
Rogen is Rogen, a foul mouthed open book. 
So it’s not a huge surprise these former co- 
workers on “Da Ali G Show” were willing to 
freely broach subjects not usually addressed 
in celebrity interviews. 

In the film, Rogen is absolutely hilarious 
as Kyle, who encourages his friend Adam 
(Joseph Gordon-Levitt) to use a cancer 
diagnosis to help them pick up women. At 
the Ely sian Hotel, L.A. residents Rogen, 

29, and Reiser, 51, talked about reacting to 
real-life news about cancer, Voldemort’s 
sexual prospects and, yes, bath room -related 
unpleasantness. 

In the film* Kyle says he’s going to throw up 
when Adam tells him he has cancer. How 
dose is that to your reaction* Seth* when Will 
told you? 

SR: Well, I was actually on the toilet taking a 
[bleep] at the moment Will told me he had 
cancer in real life. 

Was that weird that he was in the room with 
you? 

SR: Yeah, exactly {laughs.} It wasn’t face to 
face; it was over the phone. 

WR: The phone is a really good way to tell 
someone you have cancer because then you 
kind of don’t have to deal with it.

WR: As a performer ... 

SR: "Yeah, I knew, “This is not a satisfying 
reaction,” You probably weren’t worried 
about that, 

V read that the original script was more of 
an R-rated version of "The Bucket List." 

SR: That was more of a joke. While he was 
still sick, we would kind of just joke about 
different versions of cancer movies that we 
could make that could be hinny. But there 
was never actually a script. 

WR: That we called “'Fhe [Bleep ]-It List.” 

But there was no script. The first script is the 
same story as the movie. It just evolved; the 
characters evolved. But we never went that 
broad with it. 

t wrote down "Sex with hookers while 
skydiving," so that joke/fantasy made it into 
t he movie. 

WR: That was an improv line. 

SR: That’s just something I’ve always wanted 
to do, 

WR: I'm terrified of both hookers and skydiv- 
ing, so ,.. 

SR: That’s why you do it, man, [roughs,] 

WR: Take care of two of those at once, 

Adam comments that no one wants to 
[bleep] him because he looks like Volde- 
mort. What makes you think Voldemort 
doesn’t get laid too?

A raunchy comedy about cancer? What’s next, a musical 
about abandoned puppies? 

Actually, “50/50” may be a daring setup for a movie, 
but it's very funny, sometimes moving and inspired by 
real life. Screenwriter Will Reiser really did survive 
cancer in his 20s, so he should know what 27-year-old 
Adam (Joseph Gordon-Levitt) is going through when 
he’s diagnosed with a nasty tumor on his spine. Adam, of course, can’t believe it. 
He jogs. He doesn’t drink or smoke. He doesn’t even drive. So while his healthy 
lifestyle has done him no favors, he’s lucky enough to have a best friend in Kyle 
(Seth Rogen), a pop culture- spewing, very Seth Rogen-y riot who backs his 
friend all the way— when he’s not playing off girls’ sympathy for the guy whose 
best friend has cancer. 

“50/50” works too hard at comedy and not hard enough at drama. It’s never 
clear how Adam is feeling; this may be a result of Gordon-Levitt, who doesn’t 
fully develop his character's emotional range, being brought on to the movie only 
a week before filming. And though Rogen’s hilarious, 

Kyle’s constant movie references grow tiring. Yau’ll 
wish for a little more substantial conversation, 
a little less auditioning for a Judd Apatow 
movie. 

The relationships between the 
characters pick up the slack, especially 
Adam’s comfortably symbiotic 
relationship with Kyle, his evolving 
dynamic with his 24-year-old 
therapist (Anna Kendrick, immensely 
charming) and his difficulty 
communicating with his mom 
(Anjelica I Ins ton) when her concern 
only stresses him out and makes 
him feel babied. Better and tighter 
than “Funny People,” “50/50” is more 
interested in healing through laughter 
than confronting 
the tough stuff 
That's why the 
treatment 
goes down 
so easy

When we shot this last summer, the R-rated female 
comedy was still dangerous territory In the past when 
I’ve pitched comedies, the first question from the stu- 
dio was always, “What’s it rated? It’s got to be PG-13.” 
Now the conversation is completely changing.

like a kick in the face. Fortunately some 
stories just can’t fail, no matter who’s tasked 
with the role. 

That’s the case with the appropriately 
difficult-to-watch “Machine Gun Preacher,” 
starring Butler as real-life, violent-drug-deal- 
er-turned-violent-do-gooder Sam Childers, 
who has saved thousands of kids in Sudan by 
taking on rebels with force. Butler isn’t up 
to the challenge; he can’t navigate Childers’ 
transition from a life of crime to a life serving 
Jesus, or expressing the man’s haunted horror 
when he sees children being slaughtered. 

The rest of the cast bears the load, 
particularly Michelle Monaghan as Sam’s 
ex-stripper wife, Lynn, and Michael Shannon 
as Sam’s junkie best friend. 

So it’s a shame director Marc Forster and 
writer Jason Keller don’t present a credible,

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Gerard doesn’t want to kick your ass 


Star of 'Machine 
Gun Preacher' 
is manly, but ...

“Machine Gun Preacher” star Gerard Butler 
won't name specific movies, but he recog- 
nizes that he's made some stinkers. 

‘There without a doubt have been movies 
that T Ve watched and went, ‘What a waste 
of time that was / ” says the Scottish actor, 

41, who may or may not have been referring 
to “The Ugly Truth," “The Bounty I lunter,'' 
“Law Abiding Citizen,” “PS, I Love You” and 
others, “I can say that now and maybe kind 
of* smile about it, but I gotta tell you, when 
that happens it's really depressing because it's 


months out of your life.” 

Butler had no qualms about diving into 
“Machine Gun Preacher,” opening Friday. 

In the film he plays Sam Childers, a real- 
life Pennsylvania activist who transformed 
from a violent drug dealer into a religious, 
self-described freedom fighter for Sudanese 
children. 

Butler worked with a dialect coach, bikers, 
contractors and plumbers to nail all facets 
of Sam's life. He frequently referred to a 
book featuring photos of mutilated African 
children in order to bring himself to the 
necessary emotional place for the role. Butler 
already owns a Harley, so it's not as if becom- 
ing a leather-clad bad boy was that much of 
a stretch. 

At the Four Seasons Hotel, the primarily 
L, A. -based actor talked about the role, his 
badass ness and fake mustaches. 


Can you sense a movie you*re making is 
going to be bad at the time or only after you 
see it? 

Both. Normally you can tell, 'ITiere was a 
movie that I did that I didn't like and I knew 
from the first take. And I was relatively 
inexperienced at that point and I was just so 
excited that I got the role and I only assumed 
that the movie was going to be great. I was 
very naive. And literally from the first “Ac- 
tion!,” a few people in the scene we all started 
talking and I went, “Oh God, this is going to 
be crap.” 

Can you give me one title that made you feel 
that way? 

No. 

First letter? 

No. 

Rhymes with? 

[Laughs.] Rhymes with “no.” 

For “Machine Gun Preacher," was there any 
point at which you tried to grow a mustache 
like Sam's? 

[Laughs.] No, we talked about it. We talked 
about it quite a lot, and actually I did grow 
out a beard and mustache but you know 
what, it's a little too much of a gamble. For 
instance, in “300” it worked great. We all 


said, “We're going to stick with this ridicu- 
lously long beard,” and that worked because 
it was more stylized. It seemed after the 
conversation it's a little too much to ask 
people to take. A lot of people would find it 
fine; we're already going on a heavy enough- 
journey w ithout this big mustache. It also 
looks great on Sam, but it didn't look so good 
on me. 

You don't think so? 

No, I know so. 

If would take me six years to grow it like him. 

There's the other thing. It would have had to 
have been a false mustache; I could never get 
to that length. “Really, I'm going to spend a 
whole movie with this big false mustache?" 
When it's not in truth important enough to 
the story, and it's just taking a kind ofgamble 
that wasn't really necessary. 

What was the hardest part of this role, and 

what went through your head the first time 
you touched down in Africa? 

The hardest part of the role without a doubt 
was dealing with the tragedy of Sam’s life. 
Other people in most movies, perhaps in 
your more dramatic moments life got a 
little depressing, you struggled with love or 
something. His journey is so intense that 
his downs were downs that most people will 



never experience. But touching down in Af- 
rica was surely exciting tor me 'cause I knew 
this w hole movie was a great adventure. 
Much as it took a lot out of me, it also gave 
me so much. 

How do you think Sam's badassness com- 
pares to your badassness? 

I think he is truly a badass. I think I'm a little 
puppy Labrador compared to him. 

You’ve played a lot of masculine characters. 
What do you think people expect out of you 


when they meet you? 

It's interesting you say that because I’ve tried 
to get past thinking about that because it 
never really leads you anywhere good when 
you think people have expectations of you. 

I try to be decent with people. My feeling is 
generally most people appreciate that, that 
you can stay grounded and warm and friendly 
towards 'em. But I have no doubt that 
sometimes people go, almost, “lie's real, he’s 
normal. What a disappointment.”

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Magnolia Bakery lands in Chicago with treats and yes, those cupcakes

It’s not your fault if all you know New York s Magnolia 
Bakery for is its cutesy pastel cupcakes. You can blame 
Carrie and Miranda, who snacked on them in 
“Sex and the City” Or Andy Sandberg and 
Chris Parnell, who so adorably rapped 
about macking on them in “SNLs” 

“Lazy Sunday” 

Though it’s the cupcakes that 
brought the bakery national fame, they 
were originally an afterthought, just a 
way to use leftover batter. And as Magnolia 
continues to expand into other cities, includ- 
ing its largest location yet (on State Street, opening 
Saturday), owner Steve Abrams has the darndest time 
convincing people they’re not just another player in 


the so-called cupcake wars. 

“When you come in and have the banana pudding 
and the cheesecake, you’re gonna forget we even have 
cupcakes,” Abrams says. 

Truly, cupcakes account for just 20 of 
the 120 different varieties of sweets in 
Magnolia’s rotating repertoire ... we’re 
talking brownies, blondies, muffins, 
pies, cookies, crisps, cakes and pudding. 
We enlisted Chicago area native Bobbie 
Lloyd, Magnolia Bakery president (or as 
she calls herself, CBO, chief baking offi- 
cer) to give us the sugar behind some of its most 
tempting treats.

Magnolia started in New York, but its 
mini-cheesecakes aren’t the dense, 
cheesy New York-style. “Our cheese- 
cakes are more like a souffle texture, 
they’re light and fluffy,’’ Lloyd says. 
“They’re technically an individual 
cheesecake.” Other flavors include 
pumpkin pecan with gingersnap crust 
and red velvet cheesecake with choc- 
olate cookie crust ($6-$6.50). 


Whoopie pies & cookies 


Magnolia bakes up pumpkin spice 
and red velvet versions of that ir- 
resistible cake sandwich known 
as a whoopie pie. It also coined 
its cousin, the whoopie cookie: 
think ice cream cookie sandwich 
but with buttercream frosting 
in the middle instead. Look for 
brown sugar cookies sandwich- 
ing maple cream cheese frosting 
or dark chocolate cookies with the 
bakery's signature pastel butter- 
creams ($2.50-$3). 
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And of course, cupcakes 


This is what people line up for: Magnolia's 
classic vanilla and chocolate cupcakes, 
frosted in a pastel rainbow of butter- 
cream and topped with daisy-shaped 
candies or sprinkles that are hand-dyed 
to match the color scheme. Fans of 
extra-moist, fall-apart in-your-hands cake 
should know that Magnolia s vanilla is 
more like old-fashioned pound cake. "A 
pound cake has a much more intense 
vanilla flavor, and it has a really beauti- 
ful crumb, but it s not an oil-based cake, 
so it has more structure to it ” Lloyd says. 
Specialty cupcakes include pistachio 
cupca ices that get their nuttiness from 
ground pistachios and lemon cupcakes- 
lemoncake filled with lemon cream and 
topped with lemon meringue butter- 
cream frosting "Three different levels of 
lemoiV Lloyd says. CSS-SS.SO). 


It takes anywhere from 8 to 40 
hours to teach a staff member 
the 10 -step process used to cre- 
ate the signature swirl of icing 
on top of a Magnolia cupcake, 
says President Bobbie Lloyd. 
The first step is how you hold 
the knifing wand, the second 
step is how to smooth your ic- 
ing down-it can f t be clumpy, 
it can 5 ! have air bubbles— and 
then there's how to get the per- 
fect amount of icing on your 
wand, 1 ' she says. "If you have 
too much, it won't work. If you 
don't have enough, it won't 
work." Magnolia's top staffers 
can reportedly ice a dozen cup- 
cakes in 3 minutes. 




Icebox cakes 


Made from layers of chocolate wafer cook- 
ies and whipped cream, this Depression -era 
dessert caught on thanks to a recipe on the 
back of a Nabisco wafer box. "When it sets 
for about 6 hours, the cookies absorb all 
the moisture from the whipped cream, and 
it turns into this chocolate whipped cream 
cake," Lloyd says. Magnolias versions— classic 
chocolate plus strawberry in the summer and 
peppermint in the winter -are right-on for fans 
of not-too-sweet desserts <$450 for slices. $26 
for full cakes). Layers of vanilla wafers also 
make an appearance in the banana pudding, 
sold in 12- and 16-ounce servings ($4.7 5 -$5.75) 
and bowls serving 10-20 ($30-$44),

resurgence can 
be traced to this bak- 
ery in NYCs Greenwich 
Village, which was opened in 1996 by Allysa 
Torey and Jennifer Appel. 

"They were really a cake place; that's where 
the heart was," current owner Steve Abrams 
says. "Cupcakes were really an aside, leftover 
batter; that's how the story goes." The pint-size 
treats became popular with New Yorkers, but it 
was when Sarah Jessica Parker's character on 
"Sex and the City" ate one 11 years ago that the 
tiny bakery ended up in the national spotlight. 

The bakery became known for its long tines 
and a 12-cupcake-per-person limit. 

Under new ownership, the 12-cupcake limit 
dissolved and locations slowly were added; in 
addition to the new Chicago location opening 
Saturday, there are four in New York, one in LA. 
and one in Dubai. The State Street location in 
Block 37 is Magnolia's largest yet, with about 
20 seats for customers.

Did you ever think you’d be opening your 
own restaurant in your 20s? 

I think anybody who takes the culinary craft 
seriously ultimately wants to have their own 
venue to showcase their food, so definitely, 
it’s always been something I wanted to do. 

I was approached by a couple of investors 
who ... gave me creative freedom to create 
my own restaurant. At 27, as a young chef, 
there’s not a whole lot more you can ask for. 
The great thing is, I’m still young enough and 
dumb enough that Em going to take some 
crazy risks! 

There’s no shortage of dining competition 
in the West Loop. Why do you want to be 
there? 

The quality of chefs and the caliber of 
restaurants that are over there, you couldn’t 
ask for a better group of neighbors. %u have 
everything from Sepia to Avec, Blackbird, 
you have Publican over there, Maude’s, Girl 
& the Goat, Next, Aviary, Moto. It’s like the 
hall of fame ... and with {former Avenues 
chef] Curtis Duffy announcing he’s going 
over to that neighborhood as well, I think 


if you want to open a restaurant in Chicago, 
that’s the place you want to be. It’s still a 
young neighborhood in the grand scheme of 
things ... but it’s really grown up fast. 

What’s the story behind the name Oon? 

Well one of the good things about it is that 
it’s not a word, it’s actually an acronym that 
stands for “out of nowhere,” which was a 
phrase that was used by a couple of people 
that I really respect in the industry when they 
were describing me coming onto the scene. 

So we shortened it down to Oon and it just 
has that sexy kind of Asian feel about it, but 
it’s not like choosing a word in Vietnamese or 
Thai that then limits you to a certain cuisine. 

What’s an example of a dish that we might 
see there? 

Well, actually on Sept. 18 we did a pop-up 
dinner at Bistro Voltaire. One of the dishes 
we did that I really liked was a really nice raw 
tuna preparation with grilled watermelon, a 
ginger chicharron, wasabi aioli with roasted

Call her a realtor with some game— mobile 
game, that is. 

When not attending meetings or selling 
homes, Leticia Andrade, 32, of Belmont Cra- 
gin, loves to indulge in rounds of “Tetris,” 
“Office Jerk,” and “Sunday Lawn.” 

“It’s a great way to pass the time when I’m 
waiting to go into a meeting or an appoint- 
ment,” Andrade said. “Since I’m always on 
the go, mobile games are a fun convenience.” 

In addition to work and meetings, An- 
drade has two daughters to care for, ages 13 
and 7, who always keep her busy 

“They are involved in baseball, volleyball, 
cheerleading,” Andrade said, “I often attend 
their games and practices. When they’re not 
on the field or practicing, I pass the time 
with games on my phone.” 

Count her among a growing number of 
women who are keying in to the mobile gam- 
ing market. More than half of mobile gam- 
ers— 53 percent— are women, according to 
a February report by Flurry Analytics, a mo- 
bile support company The statistics point to 
what could become a new wave of in-pocket 
entertainment for people beyond the tradi- 
tional 18- to 34-year-old male demographic. 
Revenue generated by mobile gaming is pro- 
jected to increase to $ 16 billion in 20 1 6 — from 
$5 billion in 2011, according to TG Daily, a 
tech news site. 

“I believe we are entering a second golden 
age of gaming, where game designers are 
making more games that appeal to broader 
audiences,” said Scott Steinberg, head of vid- 
eo game consulting firm TechSawy Global. 


with her phone. 

“I charge my phone right next to my bed, 
so I play right before going to sleep,” she said. 

Even though more women are embrac- 
ing mobile games, Tesla wishes that console 
games were more conducive to women. 

“Mobile games are so casual, and they’re not 
as competitive as console gaming,” Tesla said. 
“Console gaming has such a culture of trash- 
talk, and the female characters are extremely 
sexualized. As a woman, it’s not easy to admire 
the characters portrayed in those games.” 

Andrade agrees that console gaming may 
not always create a culture that makes it open 
to female gamers. She’s a member of Sugar 
Gamers, a group that helps unite female and 
male gamers in a positive atmosphere. 

“We host events and parties where we 
bring women and men together to play 
games,” Andrade said. “But the attention is 
never solely on the men. It’s more of a bal- 
anced atmosphere where women can be 
taken more seriously as gamers.” 


While the apparent prevalence of female 
mobile gamers is positive, said Elena Ber- 
tozzi, program director of the digital game 
design and development program at Long Is- 
land University, there still is a long way to go. 

“Females are gaming more and more and 
entering more traditionally masculine pro- 
fessions and that’s great,” Bertozzi said, “But 
that’s not enough.” 

Bertozzi wants to see more women in the 
classrooms and creating games in order to 
equalize the playing field. 

“I have to teach women not to be scared of 
computers — that they can control comput- 
ers,” she said. “But I also have to teach them 
that they can still be female— sexually attrac- 
tive females and be adept with technology” 

Andrade, however, doesn’t really see a lack 
of interest in games among her daughters. 

“I think my daughters play so much more 
than me,” she said. “I can learn a thing or two 
from them.”

“The notion that gamers are just nerdy men 
in basements is old-fashioned.

“I play chess when I’m commuting to plac- 
es,” Kotler said, “and admittedly while I am 
in the bathroom.” 

With a q^-month-old baby, Erica Tesla, 
29, of Andersonville, does not have nearly as 
much time as she used to, she says, but she 
loves to take advantage of the time she does 
have to play her mobile games. 

“I play on my phone and iPad,” Tesla said.

‘Picross’ and play probably two or three times 
a day I used to play all the time, though. But 
it’s definitely easier to deal with mobile games 
when you are taking care of kids.”
